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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II claims 66-128 in the reply filed 
on July 8, 2005 is acknowledged. 

However, upon further perusal of the specification and the claims the Examiner is 
providing the grounds for further Species restriction within this group as follows: 

2. Claims 1 - 65 were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group I claims, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 8, 
2005. 

3. This elected Group II claims contain following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

Species I claims: Claims defined by the First aspect as described in page 13, 

paragraphs 2 -6. 

Species II claims: Claims defined by the Second aspect as described within 

page 13, paragraph 7 and page 15, paragraph 3. 
Species III claims: Claims defined by the Third aspect as described within page 

15, paragraph 8 and page 16, paragraph 1. 
Species IV claims: Claims defined by the Fourth aspect as described within 

page 16, paragraph 2 and page 17, paragraph 1. 
Species V claims: Claims defined by the Fifth aspect as described within page 

17, paragraph 2 and page 17, paragraph 3. 
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Species VI claims: Claims defined by the Sixth aspect as described within page 

17 paragraph 4 and page 18, paragraph 2. 
Species VII claims: Claims defined by the Seventh aspect as described within 

page 18 paragraph 3 and page 18, paragraph 4. 
Species VIII claims: Claims defined by the Eighth aspect as described within 

page 18 paragraph 5 and page 19, paragraph 2. 
Species IX claims: Claims defined by the Ninth aspect as described in page 19 

paragraph 3. 

Species X claims: Claims defined by the Tenth aspect as described within page 

19 paragraph 5 and page 20, paragraph 2. 

Species XI claims: Claims defined by the Eleventh aspect as described within

7. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

8. A telephone call was made to Timothy M. Schaeberle on July 21 , 2005 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
